Alexander H. Stephens. 
Spec tal Correspondence of the Post-Dispateh. 
WASHINGTON, March 4.—The sad news from 
Georgia’s Governor is received with Keen regret 
here, Mr, Stephens was highly respected by all, 
ahd beloved by many here. His little wheeled 
chair. whieh had for so many years oceupied its 
place in the semi-circle in front of the Speaker's 
desk, has been missed this session by not a few, 
and the picture of his kindly face and frail form 
rises vividly before many eyes accustomed to the 
sights in the House. He had seen a great 
deal of life, yet no man or woman was too 
humble to receive his attention. He was 
very charitable, and it is said dispensed his entire 
salary for charitable purposes. He was very 
compantonable, and his society was a pleasure to 
all who met him. He seldom spoke much of his 
experience in the Confederacy, though once in con- 
versation with him your correspondent, referrin 
to prison experiences, he remarked that he ha 
had personal experiences in that line. There was 
a twinkle in his eye as he said ft, and it was easy 
to see that rhe recollection of his inearcera- 
tion at Fort Warren did not awaken any 
feelings, but rather the  reyerse. 
of this imprisonment 1 
a great happiness for a number of Mr. Stephens 
fainfly, and a life-long pleasure to that gentleman 
himself. During his confinement at the Military 
yrison at Fort Warren, was Visited by a 
New England lady, who had left ber home to act 
as nurse iu the South. Finding him weak, ill and 
lonely, she visited him often and spent some time 
reading to him—/or he was an excellent listener— 
from some work just issued from the press. She 
was a beautiful young woman, with a voice full of 
cadence and pathos, and her manner of rooming 
as well as her general air suggested refinemen 
and pure womanhooa. One day while she 
was reading, Mr. Stephens’ brother called to see 
him. Having been admitted he was permitted to 
make his way alone to the room occupied by the 
improvised Vice-President, As he approached, 
the tones of the reader fell upon his ear.

BRITISH PRECEDENT. 

The feeling against the Phenix Park as- 
sassins in this country is strong and almost 
universal. It is a feeling worthy of com- 
mendation and sympathy. But we are sorry 
to see that it is allowed to bias some of the 
press interpretatious of the obligations im- 
posed on our Government by the treaty of 
1842 with Great Britain. 

We are told, for instance, that while politi- 
cal offenses are expressly excepted from the 
list of extraditable crimes included in the 
provisions of our treaty with France in rela- 
tion to the extradition of alleged criminals, 
there is no such exception in our treaty with 
Great Britain, and that we are, therefore, 
bound to surrender persons against whom 
she proves a prima facie case of murder or 
conspiracy to murder, regardless of the polit- 
ical ¢ommotions and complications out 
of which the crime may have arisen. 
But in President TyLEeR’s message on the 
subject of this treaty, we were told the 
reason why political offenses were not ex- 
pressly excepted. In this careful enumer- 
ation of crimes,” says the message, which is 
supposed to have been written by DANIEI. 
WEBSTER, “the object has been to exclude all 
political offenses or criminal charges arising 
from wars or intestine commotions.” Each 
government decides for itself whether the 
offenses charged are ordinary crimes or arise 
from intestine commotions. Its right to dis- 
criniinate in this respect is reserved unless 
expressly disclaimed and surrendered in the 
treaty. This reserved right was exercised 
by Great Britain when she refused to sur- 
render a fugitive slave who murdered his 
Missouri master in effecting his es- 
cape to Canada. This negro was a 
murderer under the laws of the Unit- 
ed States, but, as British laws did 
not recognize the relation of master 
and slave, the British Government treated 
the case as one arising out of an intestine 
trouble, and one in which she could not act 
without taking the side of the master, when 
British law recognized the right of the slave 
to obtain his freedom by killing his mas- 
ter. , 
By adhering to the principle of this decis- 
ion England has made her soil a safe asylum 
for all the regicides and plotters of. treason 
and sedition in Europe. By following the 
principles of the same decision we should be 
bound to recognizejthe Phenix Park assass- 
inations as arising out of intestine strifes and 
commotions in which we cannot uphold the 
position of the British Government in Ire- 
land without doing violence to all the funda- 
mental principles of American law 
and the profoundest feelings of our 
people. The feeling here against British op- 
pressions in Ireland is as strong as English 
feeling against American slavery ever was. 
England has never once faltered in uphold- 
ing her right to afford safe asylum to the as- 
sassins or would-be assassins of the officers 
of other governments, and we shall only fol- 
low her illustrious example in refusing to 
surrender the alleged assassins of her locally 
hated officials in Ireland. As she refused to 
surrender the men implicated in Oxsrni’s 
attempt upon the life of the French Emperor, 
we have a right toinfer that she would not 
have surrendered Boorn or GvITrEAv, or 
any of the SurRatts, if they had escapea to 
England. The negro murderer whom Eng- 
land protected was guaranteed a fair trial in 
Missouri by a jury of the vicinage. In yiew 
of recent British legislation for Ireland we 
cannot ignore the fact that the extradition of 
SHERIDAN means the sacrifice of another 
vietim to a political vendetta waged for three 
centuries in Ireland by an alien power.

TAX RELIEF. 


The tax reductions of last Saturday are a 
cause of rejoicing, not because the taxes 


will be appreciated in our pockets, but be- 
cause the action of Congress isa great step 
towards relegating the «Goverment to its

alone except when itfis absolutely necessary 
to interfere. | 

Nobody felt the weight of any pecuniary 
burden in the tax on matches or patent medi- 
eine, or bank checks, but the constant 
presence of the stamp vas a reminder of the 
Government and of its existence, notin the 
character of a servant, which is its true 
place, but in the role of a master. 

‘It will be a benefit to the people to get 
their tobacco cheaper, and it will be a bene- 
fit to them to get thelr sugar cheaper, 
if indeed, they will get it any cheap- 
er, and a great many industries will 
be helped by the reductions’ in 
the tariff schedule, but the whole amount of 
the direct reductions in taxes by this bill is 
estimated at $70,000,000, and this divided 
among our 56,000,000 of people would give 
eneh one just $1 25 each year, an amount 80 
insignificant that a street beggar would not 
notice it in his year’s income. 

The taxes were a lesser evil than the ma- 
chinery for collecting and enforcing them. 
The constant presence and surveillance of 
the Government is an abomination to a free 
people, and the multiplicity of laws and offi- 
cials required was repugnant to the idea and 
spirit of our institutions, Only when we 
have reduced all tax-gathering, Federal, 
State and municipal, toa minimum, will we 
approach the ideal condition of the relations 
between the people and their Government. 


THE GAS MONOPOLIES. 

Duty to the people requires us to speak out 
plainly about gas companies in the State 
and especially in this city. The tripartite 
agreement of 1873 provided that the city 
might appoint a Gas Inspector to be paid by 
the companies. An inspector was 80 ap- 
pointed, but when the city repudiated the 
agreement it abolished the office on the 
ground that it would by its continuance rati- 
fy the agreement and preclude. itself from 
disputing it. The consequence is that the 
gas companies have had it all their own way 
for many years past. The hay of the farmer, 
the coal of the miner, the sugar and coffee of 
the grocer must all be weighed in scales ex- 
amined, stamped and approved by city 
weighers, under penalty of fine andlimprison- 
ment, while gas is measured in meters which 
the gas companies alone dare touch. The 
companiés make out their bills to suit them- 
selves. It is even worse as to the quality of 
the gas. Deadly peisons are known to 
lurk in certain kinds of gas which 
chemists with their scientific apparatus 
aione can detect, and yet which, if there be 
any defect in the gas pipes, and in some 
cases where the pipes and burners are appar- 
ently quite sufficient. will convert the bed- 
room into the chamber of disease and death. 
The disease is attributed to the water, to 
bad food, to malaria, to the air itself, to ev- 
erything but the gas. For all this the citizens 
in all the cities of the State have no protec- 
tion whatever. We believe there is not a 
gas inspector in any city in the State. -We 
have a Coal Oil Inspector paid by the State. 
The collective power of the gas companies 
is the only reason that can be given why 
there should be a rigid inspection of explo- 
sive oil and none whatever of poisonous 
gas. 


CONGRESSIONAL BARNACLES. 

Five Congressmen who failed to secure a 
re-election from their constituents were in 
the closing days of the session appointed 
to various more or less insignificant offices 
by the President. 

The right to ask for an office, and to get it 
if possible, is one of the inalienable rights of 
the American citizen, and the citizen who 
is appointed to office as a recognition of his 
fitness and ability has nothing to be ashamed 
of in his record. 

But when a citizen aspires to that eminent 
and responsible position ofa national law- 
maker, and when after fair test of his worth 
and ability heis repudiated by his constitu- 
ents and then rushes to the shadow of 
Federal protection to save him from the 
harsh necessity of working fora living, he 
invites derision if not contempt. 

The sound sense of the people discrim- 
inates with unerring readiness between the 
politicians who rise to eminence through the 
voluntary recognition of their fellow citizens 
and the little busybodies who make a busi- 
ness of politics as a means of earning a live- 
lihood and who are ready at any time to sac- 
rifice their dignity for their bread and butter. 

The five politicians who figured as states- 
men and who will hereafter draw salaries in 
the seclusion of appointive offices are Messrs. 
WILLIAMS,“ of Wisconsin; JORGENSON and 
PAUL, of Virginia; DARRELL, of Louisiana, 
and Errett, of Pennsylvania. Yesterday 
they were statesman, to-day they are bar- 
nacles. ve 

A PARTY of ranchmen raided an Indian camp 
aud killed twelve bucks and captured thirty 
squaws and papooses. This is the innocent and 
sentimental way they have of describing a brutal 
massacre of Indians by white men down in Tex- 
as. And the ranchmen marched through the city 
of Chihuahua with the scalps of the Indians 
strung on poles. This is the modest and humane 
way Western civilization in Texas has of showing 
its superiority to the savage red man. Tbe dis- 
patch does not state what the ranchmen did with 
the squaws. Perhaps they took them to a mis 
sionary or gave them some tracts to read. Phila-

As the city of Chihuahua is more than two 
hundred miles by the shortest road, from 
Texas, the ranchmen must have been pretiy 
tired and the scalps must have been very 
dry by the time these ranchmen who raided 
the Indian camp in Texas reached the city of 
Chihuahua.

The death of Governor STEPHENS, of Georgia, 
following closely on the heels of his old antagon- 
ist, Senator HILL, leaves Georgia remarkably free 
ot men of note. The new Senator, Co_qurrtT. is 
nota statesman of any marked traits, and Mr. 
BARROW, whose short term has just expired, 
made a reputation for highly embroidered fustian. 
So far as her delegation in Congress is concerned 
the ablest man now from Georgia is Mr. Hau- 
MOND, and it need surprise no one if he looms up 
inte prominence. g 

Mr. STEPHENS, was a grotesque but pitiablople- 
ture of human anatomy, weighing about ‘ninety 
pounds, and, weak in every department but in his 
brain, he was forever baffling the managing edi- 
tors. He had thé most remarkable luck in de- 
feating the designs of death, and is probably one 
of the few men in the world who had the pleasure 
of correcting and revising his own obitnary. 
About eight years ago he was very low at Wash- 
ington, and about three o’clock in the morumg 
the Republican was informed that the great com- 
moner was dead. Out came the big obituary 
which had been lying on the stone, and it was 
placeu n the forms. The country edition had been 
run off, and most of the city edition, when the 
harrowing news came about 5 o’clock that it was 
a false report and that Mr. STEPHENS was better. 
In a few weeks he was all right again, and sent a 
carefully-correeted copy of his life to the Repud- 
lican with his compliments. 

Mr. STEPHENS was a .gastronomical mystery. 
He could pack away an unconscionable amount of 
food. Of course, he never went to the dining-hall 
of the National Hotel, where he had made his 
Washington home for over thirty years, and when 
his “frugal meal” was sent up it was enough to 
stagger the stoutest heart. Three or four kinds 
of meat, all the vegetables, entrees and des- 
serts, and coffee and wine. But the old 
gentleman went through this outlay 
like a cyclone, and came up to the attack reguiar- 
ly three times a day. on schedule time. He would 
generally wind up the evening over a game of 
whist with his old cronies, and he was a bad man 
to fool with in this branch of industry. 

Another phenomenal trait was his memory of 
names and faces. He probably knew every man, 
woman and dogin Georgia from their birth up, 
and was familiar with every incident in their lives. 
The writer recalls one evening when a young 
man from Georgia was ushered into the reom of 
Mr. STEPHES. No card had come in advance; so 
the old gentleman could not possibly have been 
forewarnea and forearmed. The visitor entered 
modestly, saying he was from Georgia, and 


merely wanted to call and pay his respects. Mr. | 


STEPHENS held out his bony hand, scrutinized his 
caller closely for several minutes, and tnen, calling 
him by name, said he was delighted to see him. 
The young man was amazed,and said that hisonly 
introduction to Mr. STEPHENS had been twelve 
years before and was only a casual meeting. 
Without replying to this the old gentleman went 


on kindly enough to inquire about his family, and 


appeared thoroughly acquainied with his sur- 
roundings. This was in a remote part of Georgia 
where Mr. STEPHENS had seldom been. Mr. 
BLAINE is perhaps the only man left in publie life 
with sucha mysterious gift of memory. Some 
feats quite as astonishing are related of the 
Maine statesman.

One Hundred Painters at the Pull - 
man Works on a Strike. 


They Object to a Chinese Vouth Working in 
the Shops-~Ahgo the Cause of the Trouble 
--Both Sides. 


The ornamental painters, 110 in number, at the 
Pullman car works, on Gamble avenue, struck 
work this morning because Foreman Branson, at 
the recommendation of Supt. T. F. Wickes, 


placed a young Chinaman at work in 
their shop. The foreman explained 
to the men yesterday that the Chinaman 


would make his appearance to-day and that 
his coming in their midst had no meaning what- 


ever asfaras the value of their labor was con- 
cerned; he was completing his studies in this

at Hankow, China. The men refused to listen to 
this explanation; they gathered the idea 
that the boy was the forerunner of an 
army of Chinese painters who would come 
in to compete with them in their work. They 
said nothing yesterday, but must have come to 
some understanding last night, for this morning 
they insisted that either they or the Chinaman 
must go. Mr. Branson isa disciplinarian of the 
strictest kind, although a kind and good man, and 
when he found the parties unreasonable he re- 
tained the Chinaman and 
let the kickers go. Supt. Wickes 
indorsed his action and declares that the 
Chinaman will stay where he is to thezbitter end. 

“The trouble,” sald he to a Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter, “has now gone beyond the China boy; it is 
a question of principle, and that question is 
whether I am to run my own business or let those 
dissatisfied men run it for me. 1 say most ein- 
phatically that I am to do ve dictating in this 
matter, and not they. If th on’t like the ar- 
rangements, I can’t petp it.” 

T. Wickes’ explanation coincides exactly with 
that made by Foreman, Branson to the men, and is 
substantiated by Mr. Johnson’s statement. Mr. 
Johnson says that when he resigned the American 

; at Haukow in 1876, he brought this 
boy Ahgo Kunnehme with him to this country, at 
the 8 stion of the boy’s uncle, Leo Cheang, 
who is the Imperial Maritime Customs. The 
boy was to remain here and be educated. 
He has livedin St. Louis since his advent in 
America, part of the time with Mr. Johnson. and 
for the past two years with a family named Clark 
residing on Olive street, where he was employed 
to wait on table, etc. During his stay here he 
has been going to the Elliott School, and is now 
in the sixth reader. A short time ago he came to 
Mr. Johnson and said he would like to get work 
where he could learn something practical, and 
although his uncle had written him 
under date of December 10, 1882, 
from Hankow, to returu nome at 
once, the boy. at Mr. Johnson's suggestion, thought 
it better to remain here two years longer, at the 
end of which time he goes back to China. Mr. 
Johnson happened to say something about the boy 
to Mr. Wickes a few days ago,when the latter said 
he would find a place for him that would yield him 
at least enough money to paychis living expenses 
here. This was all he asked. The employment 
wae gyven him and the result has been already 
slated. 

Some time ago a similar trouble arose in this 
shop. A young negro was put to work to pumic- 
ing off the cars, when about ten of the men quit 
work. Mr. Wickes says there is no sense in thie 
objection oo by the painters against 
the young Chinaman’s presence in their 
midst. Bright young boys of different 
nationalities are employed in the shops 
really doing men’s work at less wages than are 
paid to the men, and no kick is made on this 
score. The idea that the company was about to 
bring on Chinese labor to compete with that at 
present employed was ridiculous. The company 
didn’t want Chinese labor and wouldn’t have it in 
their shops. 

Ahgo Kunnehme was 15 years old when Mr. 
Johnson brought him to this country. He is now 
21. almost 2 Americanized and looking 
more like a native of the south of France than a 
Mongolian. He is bright and intelligent and 
promises to develop rapidly as an artisan. 

THE MEN 
assembled at the Puiiman Palace Car saloon 
shortly after 10 o’ciock, and quietly discussed the 
situation among themselves. It was decided to 
hold a meeting at halt-past 12, and, if possible, de- 
vise some means of adjusting the dif- 


culty, but. when the hour came 
no one would call the meeting 
o order. When a Post-DISPATCH reporter 


arrived the men were all in the saloon, some play- 
ing cards, others pool, and all discussing the 
probable result of their mo 's action. “Our 
side of the story,” said one, who seemed to voice 
the feeling of ail the men, “is very simple and can 
be told in a few words, The Superintendent, 
about 9 o’cloek this morning put a genuine China- 
man with a pig-tail working in the shops and we 
left. That is abeut all there is to be told.” 

“Did you hold 4 meeting?” 

“No, we have no neeg of meetings. All the men 
ntend to stay away trom the shops till the China- 
man is discharged and that is the only thing to be 
done.“ 

How long is the strike likely to last?“ 

There is no strike. We went to the Superin- 
tendent this morning and asked him to discharge 
the Chinaman. He refused and we put in our 
time and were all paid off.”” The men then held a 
sort of informal meeting put elected no officer, 
they wanting it understood that there 
were no ringleaders. It was decided to notify all 
stripers, painters, ete., of the real cause of the 
trouble, and request them not to accept situations 
ut the shops till the Chinaman was discharged. 
The men assert that they are not trying to 
run the rA as has been charged, 
but are only ing their rights. The men 
are quict and orderly and are not inclined to raise 
a disturbance even if others fill their places. 

Mr. Wickes states that he will not employ any 
ot the meu again uncer any conditions.

The Farmers’ Caucus Defeated--Work of the 
Lobbyists--The Railroad Bill Various 
Measures of Importance. 


From Our Spectal Correspondent. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., March 5.—The truant 
members of the Assembly came back promptly 
last night and this morning, and three long ses- 
sions of the lower house were held. In the morn- 
ing the Carroll bill, revising the law creating the 
Bureau ot Labor Statistics, passed the House by 
a narrow majority. When the roll-call was over 
the bill was_ defeated, but fully a dozen 
members changed, and the measure 
got seventy-three votes, to the great 
delight of its author, who has worked strenuously 
to insure its success. The bill as passed creates 
a department which shall collect, assort and sys- 
tematize all statistical information on the ques- 
tion of labor, and to inspect all factories, mines 
and workshops where persons, male or female, 


ally present a report thereof, in writing, to the 
Governor, who shall transmit the same to the 
General Assembly, which report shall contain 
statistical details relating to all departments of 
labor, and to the inspection of factories, mines 
and work-shops in the 9 in its rela- 
tion to the commercial, industrial, social, educa- 
tional and sanitary condition of the laboring 
classes, and the r oy of health among the 
said classes: and also to the permanent prosperity 
of the productive industries of this State. 
The Commissioner is to be appointed by the 
Governor for four years and be paid a salary of 
$2,000. There is little objection to the measure 
in the Senate since the features so strenuously 
objected to by the leading manufacturers of St. 
Louis have been stricken out. The office at pres- 
ent is vacant, and the Governor is awaiting the 
fate of this bill before making the 3 ee 
There are several applications on file. the most 
numerously signed of which is that of Thomas E.
